(1; Reference is made to para 7 of the attacrjment to Sasic Plan 
AE-ACli.S. The specialized nature of certain subjects, coiabined with the 
excessive time an average case officer would be required to devote to their 
preparation, and tlie fact that TEC itself is frequently imable to supply or 
arrange for the training required by this division, renders it desirable to 
have these specialised subjects presented to our agent trainees by a few 
specialized instructors. 

(2) The use of these specialized instructors is even more desirable 
in view of the fact that sun effective presentation of the subjects will re- 
quire a fluent knoviledge of tie Russian laiigi:age and of certain technical 
terras that all case officers cannot be expected to know, 

(3) four specialized instructors are being transferred to sft/DB 
from Germany. Four additional ones will need to be recruited locally at 
an average salary of iil).00-|fl?00 per month, depending on their experience, 
or a total not to exceed $9600 for the remainder of this fiscal year.
